The Splendid Filly Which Is To Carry Col. E. R. Bradley's 
Colors in the Kentucky Derby. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS 


N Australia is a sire named Corban, brother to 

*The Satrap and to the more famous Tetra- 
tema. An Australian trainer, John Donohoe, had 
a fancy for Corban’s stock, but was disappointed 
to find they were all too small to suit him. He 
decided, according to The Referee (Sydney), to 
pick out the first big one he saw and purchase 
it. In the yearling sales at Randwick last year 
he found one, a filly, which he was able to obtain 
for 75 guineas. This filly, named Arachne, has 
grown into a 2-year-old of “enormous size and 
development for her age,” and is one of the fast- 
est of her age division. She won the Ascot Vale 
Stakes recently in a canter. 

Arachne is of interest to American breeders 
not only because of her relation to *The Satrap, 
*Royal Minstrel (son of Tetratema), etc., but 
also because her dam, Welkin Queen, is by The 
Welkin out of Wilga, by Marco, and is therefore 
a sister to Kanooka, the dam of *Winooka. 
Inasmuch as *Winooka probably will enter the 
stud in America, his pedigree as well as his per- 
formances are important. 

The best way to judge a pedigree per se is to 
determine whether the individuals making up the 
near crosses are playing important parts in the 
production of high-class horses. Under such an 
examination the pedigree of *Winooka recom- 
mends itself highly. His sire, Windbag, by Mag- 
pie, by Dark Ronald, by Bay Ronald, by Hamp- 
ton, was a brilliant stayer and is the sire of 
several outstanding horses in Australia, includ- 
ing the grand miler Chatham. *Winooka’s dam, 
whose first foal he is, is by The Welkin (by Fly- 
ing Fox) out of Wilga, by Marco. Since Wilga 
was imported to Australia in 1910 she has estab- 
lished a successful family, of which *Winooka is 
the best but not the only high-class representa- 
tive. Arachne may prove to be the second best. 
As for The Welkin, sire of *Winooka’s dam, I 
suspect he is the strongest factor in the pedigree. 
Through his sons and daughters as well he is 
breeding on in a manner which proves him one of 
the most important factors in Australian pedi- 
grees. 

Thus, by his pedigree as well as by his class, 
*Winooka qualifies as a good sire prospect. And 
I doubt whether a personal inspection of the 
horse’s physique will lose any friends for him, 
unless some find objection to his show-horse head 
and neck. One of his chief recommendations, is 
a splendid tractable disposition. Incidentally, I 
asked his groom for an opinion as to how far the 
horse could go against top-class American horses. 

“A mile and a quarter,” he said.

In capital letters, Frederick Becker asserts in 
The Thoroughbred Record, April 7: 

THERE NEVER WAS AN _ INDIVIDUAL HORSE 
INBRED EVEN ONLY THROUGH TWO LINES TO A 
NEAR ANCESTOR WHICH PROVED A RACE HORSE 
AND PROGENITOR SUPERIOR TO THIS ANCESTOR. 

Most commentators on the breeding of race 
horses learn to use the word never with more 
circumspection. 

I wish to cite four individual horses each of 
which was inbred through two lines to a near 
ancestor and each of which proved to be a race 
horse and a progenitor superior to this ancestor. 
Any one of the examples to be cited would be 
sufficient to indicate the incorrectness of the 
generalization promulgated by Mr. Becker. The 
first of the examples is Hanover, inbred to Vandal 
as follows:

The unnamed sister to Ryshworth to which 
Hammerkop was inbred was a bay mare foaled 
in 1865, by Skirmisher out of Vertumna. She ran 
six times as a 3-year-old and was retired to the 
stud a maiden. She produced 10 foals, all of 
which raced and eight of which won. Of the 
eight winners, Rylstone was the only one to win 
as much as £600. Rylstone was a good racer, 
winning 11 races and £4,595. Hammerkop, both 
of whose parents had the sister to Ryshworth 
for second dam, counted among her 11 victories 
the July Stakes, May Plate, Alexandra Plate 
(twice) and Cesarewitch Stakes. Her earnings 
were £10,793. At stud she was a shy breeder, 
but one of her four foals was the Derby winner 
Spion Kop. The third exhibit:

The unnamed mare which generally appears 
in pedigrees as Darling’s dam was foaled in 1850. 
She never raced. She produced eight foals, of 
which the best were the brothers Socrates and 
Solon, good racers, but not of the best class. 
Barcaldine, which was inbred to Darling’s dam 
with only one free generation, was one of the 
great horses of the English Turf and was never 
beaten. At stud he sired the classic winners Sir 
Visto and Mimi and the Cambridgeshire winner 
Marco, through which his male line was perpet- 
uated. His get won 305 races and £118,054.

Galopin, sire of St. Simon, was so far ahead 
of Voltaire as a racer and as a progenitor that 
there is no comparison between them. 

I would like to make a prediction that this 
thing which has “never’’ happened is about to 
happen again. Blue Larkspur, young stallion at 
Idle Hour Farm, is inbred thus:

Padua, the basis of this inbreeding, was 4 
mediocre racer and a fair producer. Blue Lark- 
spur was a great racer, and the beginning of 
his stud career is an indication that he will be 
a very successful progenitor.

If a card containing extended pedigree and particu- 
lars of a stallion should be sent with each letter, the 
cost would be $15.00 additional, making the total $88.90. 
If this mail should be sent to 3,000 persons the cost 
would be $266.70, taking for granted that the person 
sending the mail would be in possession of a list of 
addresses, otherwise there would be considerable extra 
cost for addresses.

We have had a good time for five years publishing 
THe B.Loop-Horse as a weekly magazine, but we have 
grown tired of the task, even though we, not infre- 
quently, receive letters from readers telling us that 
THE B.oop-Horse is the best Turf journal in America, 
and how much pleasure and information they get from 
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its pages week after week. * * * We are simply laying 
down the load as editor and publisher of THe BLoop- 
Horse because we are tired of it. 

That awakened a number of people to a reali- 
zation that something they really need is (or 
was) on the verge of leaving them. They came 
in and wrote in to know more about it. 

We told them frankly that we had grown tired 
of the task because the money returns were in- 
adequate. We had, to put it plainly, for five years 
been paying for the privilege of working to pro- 
duce something of benefit to an industry and a 
sport that was not appreciated sufficiently to af- 
ford the laborer his hire. 

We felt we should have that time for less ardu- 
ous and more personally profitable employment. 

They didn’t know that. They “thought THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was a gold mine.”’ It looked like 
that to them, because they appreciated the value 
of what they read from its pages. 

A financial statement covering the period from 
May 1, 1929, to February 28, 1934, was put into 
the hands of Major Beard and his associates who 
were then engaged in the formation of the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association and they 
were given a price at which the property could 
be purchased. 

There were several meetings, resulting, to this 
stage, as above set out. The committee, with 
the assistance of THE BLOOD-HORSE advertisers, if 
they may have that, are undertaking to guaran- 
tee a fund sufficient for the requirements of THE 
BLOoD-HORSE for the next two years.

Racket 

S far back as the memory of man runneth— 

perhaps as far back as the days of Guten- 
burg (not the outlaw race track, but the inventor 
of printing for which it was named)—cheaters 
have been selling worthless printed things to 
gullible people with a flair for easy gain. The 
anti-lottery laws of this and other countries have 
not stopped those larcenous individuals, no more

than did the prohibition law stop the bootleggers 
of the United States. 


When the Irish Hospitals originated a sweep. 
stakes on the Grand National Steeplechase, there 
appeared counterfeit tickets in many countries, 
including. America. Before that, to a lesser de. 
gree, perhaps, bogus tickets for the Calcutta 
Sweepstakes on the Derby at Epsom Downs in 
England had been passed out in exchange for 
good money. 

For the last several years, racketeers have 
been printing and peddling “tickets” for a sweep. 
stakes on the Kentucky Derby, and each year the 
heads of affairs at Churchill Downs have been 
compelled to send out warning that the owners 
of the track are non-participants in any such 
alleged enterprise and that Churchill Downs, Inc, 
is in no wise responsible for any transaction 
thereabout, nor liable in any way for any money 
passing in connection therewith. 

This year it appears that the cheaters are put- 
ting out tickets bearing the name “American 
Turfmen’s Association.’”’ There is, of course, no 
organization of that name. It is obviously an 
attempt to create in the minds of ticket buyers 
the impression that a “sweepstakes” on the Ken- 
tucky Derby is being promoted by the American 
Turf Association, of which Churchill Downs, Inc., 
is a subsidiary. 

Col. M. J. Winn, President of the American 
Turf Association, last week issued a statement 
advising the public that his organization has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the scheme and 
warning all and sundry against patronage of it. 

The place to bet on horse races is at the race 
course, where betting is legal and where the 
owners of the courses and the horses and the 
employees of those owners derive benefit through 
money betted. 

Wagers made away from race courses do not 
aid the horse breeding industry. Furthermore, 
such wagers usually prevent an owner getting as 
good odds as if he had made his bet at the track. 

A day or two after Colonel Winn’s announce- 
ment, there came out of Baltimore a similar an- 
nouncement by M. L. Daiger, Secretary of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, concerning advance sales 
of tote tickets and “sweepstakes” tickets on the 
Preakness Stakes. “The public is warned,” said 
Mr. Daiger, “that the Maryland Jockey Club has 
no connection with any sweepstakes tickets sold 
on the Preakness or any other race. The only 
tickets sold on any of their races are those that 
are sold at the track on the day that the race is 
run. Those tickets are sold through the totaliza- 
tor only.” 

The truly wise horse owner makes few wagers, 
and he makes those few at the race course. Thus 
he helps to support the company that affords him 
a place to race his horses and so helps himself 
also. 
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LEGISLATION 


NEW YORK 

HE three-stage legislative program for the 
T relief and new control of racing and the res- 
toration of cash betting, designed by Senators 
James J. Crawford, John J. Dunnigan, Jeremiah 
F. Twomey, was adopted last week by the New 
York Legislature. The Crawford-Herman bill 
was signed by Governor Herbert H. Lehman on 
April 19, so that cash betting was possible on 
April 21 at Jamaica the opening day of the pres- 
ent racing season, after a lapse of 26 years. The 
Dunnigan bill and the Twomey bill were sent to 
the Governor at the close of the week. It is ex- 
pected that he will sign both measures during 
this week. The Dunnigan bill provides for the 
creation of a new State Racing Commission, 
which THE BLOOD-HORSE on Monday of this week 
heard is to be entirely satisfactory to The Jockey 
Club, a partner with the Commission in control 
of racing. The Twomey bill provides for pari- 
mutuels, which can not possibly be instituted be- 
fore 1936, since it is required that the Twomey 
bill must again be passed by the legislature at its 
1935 session and then voted upon by the people 
at the 1935 November election. 


The three measures, having previously passed 
the Senate, came up in the House on successive 
days. The Crawford bill was the first. It passed 
the House April 17, 97 to 48. The Twomey bill, 
which came up on April 18, was adopted by a 
vote of 160 to 36. The Dunnigan bill received 
consideration on April 19 and was adopted by a 
vote of 82 to 54. 2 


The leader of the opposition to the Dunnigan 
bill was Assemblyman Hamilton, Republican of 
Putnam. In the course of his objection, he said: 

I am afraid that this new Commission may become a 
political body. Horse racing is prone to corruption 
and it should not be linked with politics in any way. 
am also opposed to this bill because it strips The Jockey 
Club of some of its present powers over the sport. 
England and France leave control of racing to Jockey 
Clubs and that’s what should be done in this State. 
This bill is a mistake. 

Assemblyman Breitenbach, a pioneer in behalf 
of pari-mutuels in New York State, declared the 
attacks made on racing by Senator Dunnigan 
earlier in the session, were not justified and As- 
semblyman Morris, of Saratoga, denied a charge 
that the Dunnigan bill had emasculated the power 
of The Jockey Club. Majority Leader Dunmore 
could see no objection to the bill and his remarks 
amounted virtually to a call upon the members 
who had voted for the Crawford and Twomey 
bills to support the Dunigan bill. Assemblyman 
Breitenbach concluded his remarks as follows: 


I have no objection to creating a new Racing Com- 
mission so long as the Commission is not turned into a 
political body. If that should happen, it would mate- 


rially harm the State. 


*WRACK AND ST. SIMON 

_ THE BLOOD-HORSE of March 31 gave the earn- 
Ings of *“Wrack’s get as $2,404,163, the earnings 
of St. Simon’s get as $2,772,800, and noted that 
‘Wrack might possibly make up the difference. 
An English reader calls attention to the fact that 
the total for *Wrack includes all monies won by 
his get, whereas the total for St. Simon com- 
prises first monies only, “so the comparison is not 
on all fours.” Right. If *Wrack ever surpasses 
St. Simon’s total, THE BLOoD-HoRSE will note the 
fact with the proper reservations.

EORGE ODOM, Field-Gerry trainer, who has 

recovered from a major operation, is train- 
ing three sons of the Realization winner, Nimba, 
at Belmont Park. These are Nimbus, second, 
through a foul, in the 1933 Belmont Stakes, after 
which he fell lame, now a gelding; the 3-year-old 
stakes hopeful, Gentle Knight, and a juvenile by 
Gallant Fox. Also in the Odom string are the 
first of the Sun Edwins and High Strungs. Odom 
reposes confidence in the latter young sire, now 
at Delhi with Peanuts and Chance Play. A bay 
son of *Sir Gallahad III—Virginia L. (dam of 
Canter and Single Foot) under Odom’s wing 
stands over 16 hands and girths 75 inches. *Sir 
Gallahad III, not an especially big horse him- 
self, has sired a lot of large animals. This fel- 
low takes the cake. He’s well balanced, too, but 
will make his debut late. 


KENTUCKY DERBY 


RAINERS of Kentucky Derby candidates were 

down to serious business last week. Workouts 
were getting faster, more revealing. John Hay 
Whitney flew from Upperville, Va., to Havre de 
Grace on April 19 to see Singing Wood, with 
Bobby Jones in the saddle, worked a mile in 
1:41%, handily. The first half was in :48%, 
three-quarters in 1:14. *The Immortal II, bought 
in Ireland and brought to America as a classic 
prospect, tried to keep up, but failed, as he had 
done in his race at Bowie. Singing Wood swerved 
out sharply in the backstretch; young Mr. Whit- 
ney didn’t care for that. 

Two days later, Saturday, April 21, two of the 
best Derby workouts of the season were regis- 
tered, one at Churchill Downs by Mata Hari, the 
other at Havre de Grace by Discovery, which, 
incidentally, was second to Mata Hari in the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes last fall. Discovery, 
purchased by Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt last fall 
from Adolphe Pons, agent for the Mereworth 
Stud, worked a mile in time which was a full 
second faster than the Havre de Grace track 
record. With Jockey Fallon in the saddle, he was 
clocked in :2324, :4735, 1:1234, 1:3744. The track 
record is 1:3845. No other workout recorded this 


year touches that one. But at Churchill Downs a 
few minutes after 5 o’clock the same morning 
Dixiana’s Mata Hari had turned in a trial which 
greatly encouraged her backers. She worked a 
mile and a quarter, the Derby distance, in 2:094. 
The smartest thing concerning this trial was that 
she went the last quarter faster than any of the 
others, The successive quarters were timed in 
7:25, :263%, :2614, :27%6, :2446. 

Col. E. R. Bradley last week moved from Flor- 
ida to his Idle Hour Farm at Lexington, and on 
April 19 saw his Derby candidates work. Bazaar, 
going alone, turned a mile in 1:41%5, handily, 
with approximately 112 pounds up. Don Meade, 
who will ride her in the Derby, was in the saddle. 
Blue Again and Bakers Dozen, with about 118 
pounds each, worked together a mile in 1:42. 
The Idle Hour private track is not a fast one. 
The Idle Hour staff relies mainly on Bazaar, is 
doubtful whether the two colts have enough class 
to justify being started in the classic. The picture 
on the front cover of THE BLOOD-HORSE this week 
shows Bazaar as she was being galloped across 
the fields at Idle Hour on her way to the private 
training track. The Bradley horses are being 
transferred to Churchill Downs this week. 

Dark horses are thrusting up their heads in 
various quarters. At Lexington last week a big 
Crusader gelding called War Pledge, owned by 
Harrie B. Scott and O. A. Bianchi (Daggie 
Smith), worked a mile and a quarter in 2:09%. 
There was a rush to get down on him in the 
future books, and odds slumped sharply from 
500-1 to 40-1. Two days later he was sent a mile 
in 1:4245, finished very tired. He is now at 
Churchill Downs. Hal Price Headley’s Thomas- 
ville, which had been showing up well in Louis- 
ville trials, on Monday of this week rattled off 
the Derby distance in impressive fractions, :24%6, 
4836, 1:134%, 1:40, 1:5335, 2:07%. It was the 
fastest work of the season at a mile and a 
quarter. Owner Headley announced the Supremus 
gelding would start in the Derby. Still another 
dark horse is Mrs. Edward F.. Simms’ Quasimodo, 
a maiden by Leonardo II. Quasimodo, which 
raced twice last year, has been training at the 
private track at Xalapa Farm in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky, but has given no_ public 
notice of his class, unless the drop in the future 
book odds to 30 to 1 can be accepted as public 
notice. 

Sgt. Byrne’s win of the Paumonok made him 
a certain starter. The colt was to arrive at 
Churchill Downs Wednesday of this week. Green- 
tree Stable’s Spy Hill qualified for the race with 
a victory over a moderate field in a mile event 
at Jamaica Monday of this week. The race did 
not make his Derby chances look rosy. At Arling- 
ton Downs last Saturday, Riskulus ran third in 
the Derby, in which his opposition was far below 
Kentucky Derby calibre. Whether he still is to 
get a chance at the Churchill Downs race has not 
been announced. 

Henry McDaniel picks Cavalcade. Vernie 
(Screw) Sanders, who usually makes his Derby 
selection many weeks ahead, did not commit him- 
self this time until last week; he chose Sir 
Thomas. Buck Weaver also selects Sir Thomas. 
Col. E. R. Bradley still picks Singing Wood. J. A. 
Estes still picks Mata Hari.

HE BLOOD-HORSE is this week able, through 
the courtesy of Major Louie A. Beard, to 
give more information concerning the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association. Hereunder 
will be found a list of the names of the 55 found- 
ing members of the organization, together with 
the constitution and by-laws of the association. 
The officers are: John Hay Whitney, of New 
York, president; Arthur B. Hancock, of Paris, 
Ky., vice-president; Louie A. Beard, of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., secretary and treasurer. These officers 
and the following comprise the executive commit- 
tee: Admiral Cary T. Grayson, Washington, D. 
C.; Walter M. Jeffords, Glen Riddle, Pa., and 
William Woodward, of New York, chairman of 
The Jockey Club, representing the East; Carleton 
F. Burke, of Los Angeles, chairman of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board representing the Far 
West; Former Senator Johnson N. Camden, of 
Paris, Ky.; and Hal Price Headley and Thomas 
Piatt, both of Lexington, representing the central 
states. One more member is to be selected at a 
later date and is to be appointed from the middle 
West. This will bring the total of the executive 
committee membership to 11. 

The membership of this organization is not 
limited. The 55 whose names are given below 
as founding members are only those who were 
interested in the formation and joined in the 
creation of the association. This list, THE BLOopD-

CONSTITUTION 


KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: 


That JOHNSON N. CAMDEN of Bourbon County, 
Kentucky, ARTHUR B. HANCOCK of Bourbon County, 
Kentucky, HAL PRICE HEADLEY of Fayette County, 
Kentucky, LOUIE A. BEARD of Fayette County, Ken- 
tucky, and numerous other persons who are now and 
shall hereafter become members of the association, have 
associated themselves together for the purposes and 


objects hereinafter set out, subject, however, to the 
conditions and limitations hereinafter defined by the 
constitution and by-laws of the association. 


ARTICLE I 
NAME 


The name of the association shall be “THE AMERI- 
CAN THOROUGHBRED BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION.” 


ARTICLE II 
OBJECT 

Sec. 1. The object and nature of the business pro- 
posed to be transacted, promoted and carried on by the 
association shall be to encourage cooperative efforts in 
every manner and in all forms pertaining to the breed- 
ing and raising of Thoroughbred horses and to strive 
for cooperative effort in all matters of common interest 
to Thoroughbred horse breeders. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the further object of the associa- 
tion to gather and disseminate all information of profit 
or interest to the breeders of Thoroughbred horses; to 
investigate and report any and all practice detrimental 
or injurious to the breeding or raising of Thoroughbred 
horses and to endeavor in every proper and legitimate 
way to eliminate and remove such practices; to encour- 
age the breeding and raising of Thoroughbred horses 
on a sound and sportsmanlike basis and to aid the 
breeders of Thoroughbred horses to this end; to encour- 
age and promote the thorough study of all diseases of 
every kind which may affect the breeding and raising of 
Thoroughbred horses and to disseminate the informa- 
tion so obtained to all members of the association. 


ARTICLE IIT 
MEMBERSHIP 


Sec. 1. The membership of the association shall be 
composed of all reputable breeders of Thoroughbred 
horses and other persons who, according to the judg- 
ment of the membership committee, are of such charac- 
ter and have such interest in the object of the associa- 
tion as to qualify them for membership. 


ARTICLE IV 
LIABILITY 


Sec. 1. The private property of the members of the 
association shall not be subject to the payment of debts 
of the association. 

Sec. 2. The association is formed and operated upon 
a non-profit basis and no member or person shall re- 
ceive or be entitled to any profits or dividends and any 
member who shall die, resign, be suspended or his con- 
nection with the association severed for any reason 
whatsoever shall have no interest, title or right in any 
property or assets of the association. 


ARTICLE V 
AFFAIRS AND BUSINESS 


Sec. 1. The affairs and business of the association 
shall be conducted as set forth in its by-laws. j 
Sec. 2. The association shall begin business immedi- 
ately upon its organization and formation and _ shall 
continue until dissolved by a two-thirds vote of the 


association. 
BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I 
NAME-LOCATION 


Sec. 1. The name of the association shall be the 
name as set forth in the constitution. 


Sec. 2. The principal office and place of business of 
the association shall be in Fayette County, Kentucky. 
ARTICLE II 
MEMBERSHIP 


Sec. 1. The members of the association shall be com- 
posed of those originally associating themselves to- 
gether and such other persons who shall hereafter be 
elected to membership as provided in these by-laws. 

Sec. 2. All applications for membership shall be 
made to the membership committee, hereinafter pro- 
vided for, and such applications shall be approved only 
by the unanimous vote of such membership committee. 
However, if any applicant fails to receive the unanimous 
vote of such membership committee, the application, 
unless withdrawn, shall upon the request of any mem- 
ber of the association, be peerie to the Board of 
Governors at its next annual meeting, and in the event 
the applicant receives five (5) negative votes the appli- 
cation shall be rejected. The action of the Board of 
Governors in accepting or rejecting the application shall 
be final. 

Sec. 3. Members may be received in the association 
who reside in the several states and territories of the 
United States and the provinces of Canada. 


ARTICLE III 
MEETING OF ASSOCIATION 


Sec. 1. The members of the association residing in 
each state or territory of the United States or province 
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of Canada shall meet at least once each year at which 
meeting one of the members shall be elected as the 
state, territory or province chairman for the ensuing 
year. The person elected as chairman of the state, 
territory or province shall, by virtue of his office, be a 
member of the Board of Governors of the association. 
Except that for the initial annual meeting the Presi- 
dent, with the consent of the executive committee, shall 
appoint the chairman in each state, territory and 
province, who shall call a meeting to formulate such 
plans as his members shall decide. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Governors shall meet annually 
at Saratoga Springs, New York, during the annual year- 
ling sales, at such time and place as shall be designated 
by the president of the association, and each member 
of the Board of Governors shall have the right to cast 
one vote for each five members or fraction thereof in his 
state, territory or province upon all questions as may 
come before the Board of Governors. 

Sec. 3. The president shall cause notices of the meet- 
ing of the Board of Governors to be sent to each mem- 
ber of the Board thirty days before the date fixed for 
such meeting. 

ARTICLE IV 
OFFICERS 


Sec. 1. The affairs of the association shall be con- 
ducted by an executive committee appointed by the 
Board, which executive committee shall be composed of 
the president, vice-president and secretary ex-officio 
and eight members of the association. The members of 
the committee, other than the officers of the association, 
shall be elected and selected by the Board of Governors 
at its annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. The executive committee shall be empowered 
to transact all business of the association within the 
year for which they are elected and shall act as_the 
membership committee and shall pass upon all applica- 
tions for membership in the association, and shall keep 
or cause to be kept, a record of the business transacted 
by such executive committee and shall make a complete 
report of all business transactions to the Board of Gov- 
ernors at the annual meeting of the Board, including 
the election or rejection of applicants for membership. 

Sec. 3. The officers of the association shall be a 
president, vice-president, a secretary and a treasurer, 
but the office of secretary and treasurer may be held by 
the same person. 

Sec. 4. The officers of the association, together with 
the eight members at large, elected at the first meeting 
of the members of the association shall hold office until 
the first annual meeting at which time their successors 
shall be elected to serve for a period of one year or 
until their successors are elected, after which officers 
shall be elected at each annual meeting for the ensuing 
year. 

Sec. 5. The president shall preside at all meetings of 
the association and at meetings of the Board of Gover- 
hors, and at executive committee meetings and shall 
perform such other duties as are imposed upon him by 
these by-laws or from time to time by the executive 
committee. 

The vice-president shall, in the absence of the presi- 
dent, perform the duties of the president and in the 
event of the absence of both the president and vice- 
president from meetings of the association or the Board 
of Governors, a temporary chairman shall be elected to 
preside at such particular meeting. 

Sec. 6. The treasurer shall collect all initiation fees, 
annual dues and payments made to the association on 
account of the registering of foals or from any other 
source; he shall keep an accurate account of all monies 
received and expended; under the direction of the presi- 
dent he shall pay all bills and charges against the asso- 
ciation; he shall make an annual report of all monies 
received and expenditures made to the Board of Gover- 
hors or to the executive committee whenever called 
upon by the executive committee for such report: it 
shall be his duty to report to the executive committee 
the failure of any member to pay annual dues within 
thirty days after thev are payable or to pay the amount 
fixed upon the registration of any foal within thirty 
davs after the registration of such foal. 

Sec. 7. The secretary shall give notice of all meetings 
of the association and shall keep minutes of such meet- 
ings. He shall be the custodian of the records of the 
association and shall report to the treasurer the names 
of all persons elected to membership; he shall attend to 
the correspondence of the association and his office and 
place of business shall be at the place fixed by the ex- 
ecutive committee. . 

Sec. 8. The Board of Governors shall consist of the 
officers of the association and the chairman of each 
State or territory of the United States or province of 
Canada in which there are members of this association. 


ARTICLE V 
DUES 


Sec. 1. There shall be an initiation fee of $50.00 to be 


paid by each member upon his being elected as a mem- 
er of the association. 


Sec. 2. The annual dues for each member shall be 
$25.00 per year payable on May ist of each and every 
year. 

Sec. 3. Each member shall pay to the association 
$5.00 for each foal registered by him with the Jockey 
Club, such payment to be made at the time of the regis- 
tration of such foal; this charge is in addition to and 
has no connection with the regular Registration Fee of 
the Jockey Club. 

Sec. 4. The executive committee shall have the power 
to suspend any member who is delinquent for thirty 
days in the payment to the association of dues or fees 
for foal registration. 


ARTICLE VI 
GENERAL POWERS 


Sec. 1. The president of the association by and with 
the approval of the executive committee is empowered 
to rent offices and employ such clerical, secretarial and 
professional services as he may deem necessary; to 
spend and disburse the funds of the association in such 
a manner as may be authorized by the executive com- 
mittee and to do and perform any and all acts for and 
on behalf of the association as may be authorized or ap- 
proved by the executive committee. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of the constitution may be 
altered or amended at any annual meeting of the Board 
of Governors provided the proposed change or amend- 
ment is filed with the secretary of the association more 
than thirty days prior to the annual meeting of the 
Board of Governors and provided further that such pro- 
posal, upon being presented, receives a two-thirds vote 
of the Board of Governors. ; 

A change in the by-laws may be made at any time by 
a majority vote either by mail or in meeting.

ITH Judge Andrew G. Leonard, of Lexington, 

as presiding steward and general manager, 
the Hamilton Jockey Club, Inc., will open on 
April 28, at the Butler County Fair Grounds, 
Hamilton, O., a race meeting of 19 days, to close 
May 19. Other officials are to be John Devaney, 
associate steward; John W. Masner, assistant 
general manager; Patrick C. Galliger, racing 
secretary and placing judge; Joseph J. Graddy, 
paddock judge and placing judge; J. C. Hodgins, 
starter; Clifford Sanford, clerk of the scales; 
Alec Menger, patrol judge; and Albert Melcher, 
mutuel manager. Mark Alston, of Hamilton, is 
president of the Club; Frank J. Heier, of Hamil- 
ton, vice-president; Charles E. Dornette, of Cin- 
cinnati, secretary, and Frank Bartel, of Cincin- 
nati, treasurer. The Club has complied with the 
Ohio State Racing Commission’s requirements. 
Horses will be subject to the saliva test, and a 
testing box has been erected. The track is one- 
half mile. The grandstand is of 6,000 capacity. 
There is parking space for 5,000 cars, stabling for 
500 horses. On April 21, Mr. Masner stated in a 
note to THE BLOOD-HORSE, which accompanied the 
condition book for the first seven days of the 
meeting, that 250 horses have been booked and 
that other applications are coming in at a rate 
which indicates that there will be no scarcity of 
horses. Mr. Masner said further: 

We have completely revamped the entire race course, 
beautifying the grounds and have re-roofed the barns, 
grandstand and outbuildings. The natural — 
ments of the track are perfect. The plant is located 
within the city limits of Hamilton on the main highway 
north. We have arranged for a 15-minute bus and taxi- 
cab service from Cincinnati direct to the track at a cost 
of $1 for the round trip, including admission to the 
grounds, tax extra. 

The book for the first seven days calls for 49 
races with total added money of $16,400, an aver- 
age of approximately $2,343 daily. There are 36 
races for $300, 9 for $400 and 4 for $500. 


TROPICAL PARK distributed $62,000, a daily aver- 
age of $5,166.66. Last year’s daily average dis- 
tribution at Tropical Park was $4,015.79.

6¢¢TACKWARD, turn backward, Oh Time, 

in your flight’”’ might have applied as the 
theme song for the opening of the New York 
racing season at Jamaica, Saturday, April 21. 
The pages of racing history in the Empire State 
were turned back 26 years, with the layers of 
odds openly quoting prices, accepting and pay- 
ing wagers, to the largest crowd seen at this 
course in the 30 years of its existence. 


Bright sunshine which tempered the inevitable 
breeze from the Bay made an auspicious opening 
for the greatest of the country’s racing centers 
under the new order, which after all is but a 
revival of the old, old order. The approval of the 
vast throng for the triumph of fair, just and 
needed liberation, over the intolerance of a reform 
minority, many of whom were reforming for 
pay, was indicative of a return of New York to 
its rightful place in the realm of the world’s 
oldest and greatest sport. 


The attendance so far outdid the most opti- 
mistic predictions that the admission tickets 
provided for the day were used up in short order 
and old pasteboards of a past and sadder day 
were requisitioned for service. Those who came 
late had as much chance to get a program as an 
unbroken yearling would have to beat Equipoise 
at a mile. It was a joyous, good-natured crowd, 
despite the confusion which attended the new 
order. 


And confusion there was. John Cavanagh, 
mentor of the betting ring in the good old days, 
again was in charge of this department and was 
rather overrun with applications for places in 
the line of layers. When the smoke had cleared 
away, there were 80 who had taken a place in 
the line, many of them members of the old 
Metropolitan Turf Association, a worthy and 
forceful organization in the pre-oral days. 

But in the 26 years which have elapsed since 
the open betting times a vast new army of race- 
goers has joined the ranks. As they knew nothing 
of the old system, the new arrangement was as 
much of a novelty as was the totalizator when 
it was first put into operation at American race 
tracks. To see and learn what it was all about, 
they swarmed around the layers four and five 
deep, taking no active part themselves but badly 
interfering with those on business bent. 

It was, however, good-natured confusion and 
something easily overcome when the novelty 
wears off. The layers had no stands and the 
bettor’s badge number was his identification for 
the purpose. It is conceded that after the New 
Racing Commission has been appointed and 
begins to function, different and better arrange- 
ments will be made, and if the day was a true 
forecast of the future, it appears that bigger and 
better accommodations will be in order. 

Except for the Paumonok Handicap, the 
feature, the card was not much to boast of, a 
condition accounted for by the backward season 
in this part of the world, which precluded the 
early training of the winter stay-at-home horses. 
But that was understood and accepted in the 
right spirit and in no way detracted from the 
acclaim given for the return of racing under con- 
ditions pleasing to all. 

Many of the best patrons of the sport were on 
hand to lend their moral support to the renais- 
sance, and the Metropolitan papers did their part 
in a big way, with four or five men from each, 


many of them special writers, to celebrate th 
occasion. 

New York racing is back and unless some jp. 
conceivable monkey wrench is tossed into the 
machinery, it is back to stay. That there will he 
new adherents to the sport from many quarters 
is certain, many of whom have held off until 
racing was on a more stable foundation. All of 
which is for the general good and especially for 
the good of the breeding industry.—E. C. Smity, 


SGT. BYRNE’S PAUMONOK 


The Paumonok Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year. 
olds and up, six furlongs), the first stakes event 
of the New York season since its first running in 
1906, has been much used by good horses as 4 
springboard for more important events later in 
the season. Because of the strategic position of 
the race ahead of the various “Derby” events 
promising 3-year-olds have frequently been sent 
to the post for the Paumonok. Last Saturday, 
April 21, as the Jamaica season opened, the 
twenty-fifth Paumonok, was run, and for the 
ninth time the fixture was won by a 3-year-old 
When John Simonetti’s Sgt. Byrne, 


the best performance for a 3-year-old in the Pav: 
monok, from a time point of view, since 1924 
when George D. Widener’s St. James, under the 
same weight, had turned the course in the same 
time. It qualified the son of Stimulus as an 4l- 
most certain starter in the Kentucky Derby. 

Sgt. Byrne, with Sammy Renick doing’ the 
piloting, went to the post a 3-to-1 favorite in the 
field of nine. He broke well, after a 54-minute 
delay at the post occasioned mostly by the 
Greentree Stable’s Curacao (107), and in less 
than a sixteenth had taken the lead. He ra 
under restraint in front until Curacao, which had 
been lying second, challenged him on the tum. 
The Dominant gelding drew up on the pacemaker, 
but Sgt. Byrne was not all out, and Renick had 
only to hand-ride him to draw away again. At 
the eighth pole Sgt. Byrne had a length and a 
half lead, but Curacao was now gaining again, 
and at the end the lead had diminished to half 
a length. Renick did not use the whip even at 
the end, but his mount appeared to be doing his 
best. The sharp brush through the homestretch 
took the two leaders well out from the others. 
Curacao was three lengths ahead of Lee Rosen- 
berg’s Kerry Patch (122), which was running 
well at the end. The Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno, 
carrying top-weight of 126 pounds and attempt 
ing a come-back after a bowed tendon, was 4 
faltering fourth, a length behind Kerry Patch, 
after having been close all the way. The others 
were Quel Jeu (110), Okapi (116), National An- 
them (3-y-0, 107), Slapdash (3-y-o, 110), Clotho

ing $9,370. The Paumonok, his first start this 
year, brought his total earnings to $11,810. His 
successes last year included the East View 
Stakes, Remsen Handicap and _ International 
Speed Test Special, in which *Winooka was last. 
A colorful Derby prospect, he represents the first 
yenture into racing of his owner, a Long Island 
restaurateur who named him for a Jamaica police 
sergeant. He was foaled May 13, 1931, at A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. His dam, 
Heloise, herself a winner at two, has two other 
foals of racing age, Villon and Malimou, and both 
are winners. Heloise is sister to the stakes win- 
ner Flat Iron and to Emotion (winner Test Stakes 
and dam of the Futurity winner High Strung) 
and half-sister to the stakes winners Escutcheon 
and Sanford. 


BELMONT PARK STAKES ENTRIES 


The Westchester Racing Association announced 
last week that its stakes events ‘augur well’ for 
the Spring meeting, May 16 to June 9. Entries 
were received from 116 nominators, and the 
nominations include Equipoise, Chase Me, Uni- 
verse, Faireno, Burgoo King, Brokers Tip, Mr. 
Khayyam, Barn Swallow, High Quest, Cavalcade, 
Sgt. Byrne, Chicstraw, etc., etc. However, the 
stakes might have augured better if it had been 
arranged that they close after, instead of before, 
the splendid opening of the New York racing 
season last Saturday. In every case the nomina- 
tions this year were fewer than for the corre- 
sponding events last year, with the single excep- 
tion of the Bouquet Claiming Stakes. The number 
of entries for the late-closing stakes this year 
and last:

RACING OFFICIALS 

The Jockey Club Stewards, at a meeting in 
New York on April 18, appointed George H. Bull 
to be the steward to represent The Jockey Club 
at the Jamaica meeting; Howard W. Maxwell, at 
Aqueduct; A. H. Morris, at Empire City; John 
Hay Whitney, at Belmont Park; Walter M. Jef- 
fords, at Saratoga. Mr. Whitney is the youngest 
steward ever named to represent The Jockey 
Club. Mr. Jeffords is also one of the younger 
group in The Jockey Club. The officials were ap- 
pointed as follows: George Cassidy, starter; E. C. 
Smith and C. Cornehlson, placing judges; W. S. 
Vosburgh, handicapper; H. O. Vosburgh assist- 
ant handicapper; E. C. Potter, assistant to the 
stewards at the start; Albert Burlen, clerk of the 
Scales; Nelson Strang, assistant clerk; John Mil- 
ler, timer; Austin McLaughlin, H. O. Vosburgh 
and Joseph J. Reilly, paddock and patrol judges. 


No appointment of a veterinarian was made. It 


was decided to await the appointment of the new 
State Racing Commission before filling this office, 
which becomes all the more important through 
the adoption of a saliva test for the prevention 
of the stimulation of horses. Heretofore Dr. C. R. 
Richards has been the track veterinarian. Li- 
censes were granted to a number of trainers and 
jockeys. Six of the seven stewards were present 
at the meeting, the only absentee being Joseph E. 
Davis. Those present were William Woodward, 
Joseph E. Widener, George H. Bull, A. H. Morris, 
John E. Cowdin and Robert A. Fairbairn. 


BOOKMAKERS 

The return of open betting to New York brings 
a need for the revival of the Metropolitan Book- 
makers Association, generally known as_ the 
“Mets” to the players of a generation ago, and 
THE BLOOD-HORSE rises to suggest to John Cav- 
anagh, efficient and fair in the discharge of 
his difficult duties as arbiter of the betting ring 
for many years, that he undertake the reor- 
ganization of that Association. The old “Mets” 
demanded of its members not only a $10,000 
Geposit, but also a good character. It not only 
guaranteed to the player that he would be paid 
if his bookmaker happened to “welsh,” but it 
also provided, if necessary, for the families of 
members who died or became unable to support 
them.

EMIL HERZ DEAD 

Emil Herz died in New York City Saturday, 
March 17, but so completely did his passing es- 
cape public attention that THE BLOOD-HORSE did 
not learn of it until last week. His death occurred, 
as the result of a wasting ailment, in the home of 
a sister in Brooklyn and interment was in a 
Brooklyn cemetery. Mrs. Herz, mentally in- 
capacitated, is in an institution at San Francisco. 
A young son is a student at a military school in 
New York. Through the depreciation in values 
of stocks and bonds, a trust fund which Mr. Herz 
had provided for his wife and son is virtually 
depleted. 

Mr. Herz became a prominent figure on the 
Turf in America more than three decades ago 
when, in partnership with C. E. (Boots) Durnell, 
he raced a Western stable which included such 
good horses as McChesney, Lucien Appleby, The 
Lady and Golden Rule. Later he had Montgom- 
ery, one of the crack handicap horses of the gen- 
eration of Peter Pan, Ballot, etc. For a short 
while he had a few horses in England, the best 
of which was *Short Grass, which won the Lon- 
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don Cup and which was brought here to race suc- 
cessfully and later to head the Short Grass Stud 
which Mr. Herz and his associates established in 
1920, when they purchased at auction 150 acres 
of the Kingston Farm, near Lexington. He met 
with financial reverses and this was followed by 
dispersal of the stud, then in the name of Mrs. 
Emil Herz, at the farm on the Russell Cave Pike, 
February 29, 1924. In addition to *Short Grass, 
not a success at the stud, in the sale were the 
mares Adele, *Air Cushion, *Balm, *Castle Doug- 
las, Christophine, Common Law, Comsora, Erla 
Lee, Fair Helen, Gentlewoman, *Golden Lassie, 
*Home Star, *Honest Lass, Intrigue, *Lucky 
Flight, Mana Grass, Mary Belle, Mary Powell, 
*Queen’s Loch, *Rimple, *Set Square, *Suzie and 
Triple Crown. There were also 11 2-year-olds by 
*Short Grass. John S. Anderson, who was the 
stud master, and who now is employed at Old 
Hickory Farm, near Lexington, also offered the 
mares *Fairy Tale, Ida Claire and *Misty Queen. 
The farm was later sold to the late John P. 
Crozier, of Pennsylvania, and it is now owned by 
his estate, being the home of a stud of excellent 
saddle mares, the property of Robert E. More- 
land, of Lexington, which stud is to be dispersed 
at Tattersalls, Lexington, May 8, under auspices 
of the Kentucky Sale Co. 

Mr. Herz spent the latter years of his life at- 
tending the races at the principal courses in the 
East and the Middle West, during which time he 
had numerous ups and downs, but was never able 
to stage a comeback as an owner, which he 
greatly desired. Two months before his death a 
physician at Miami told him he had only a short 
while to live. A young man whom he had be- 
friended several years ago, learning of his plight, 
provided him with money with which to go to 
New York and provided subsistence until his 
death. 


JONES SUES RYAN 
John Barry Ryan was made defendant in a 
suit filed in the Supreme Court, New York City, 
April 19, by John P. Jones, who for the past two 
years has trained the Ryan horses. Jones alleges 
that there is due him $20,206 balance on a claim 
amounting to $43,586 for services and advances 
during the two years prior to last March. In- 
cluded in the claim is $15,000 alleged to have 
been advanced for the purchase of the horses 
Peturnal and Tinema for Mr. Ryan’s account.

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JOCKEYS 


ACK WESTROPE was the big news among 

the jockeys last year, when he rode 301 win- 
ners. Since the turn of the year he has done lit- 
tle to distinguish himself. He has not ridden as 
steadily as some of the other lads now in action, 
but he has had 203 mounts this year, including 
racing of last Saturday, and has won with only 
27 of them, a percentage of .13.. Last year, while 
Westrope was at his height, several efforts were 
made to purchase his contract, but O. L. Foster, 
who held the papers jointly with Westrope’s par- 
ents, waited until Monday of this week to dispose 
of them. That day at Arlington Downs, Texas, 
Ben A. Jones, the Missouri horseman who trains 
the horses running under the name of T. C. 
Worden, announced that, acting for Mr. Worden, 
he had purchased the contract on Westrope and 
that the boy would begin riding for his new em- 
ployer at the Dallas meeting opening April 28. 
The contract has three years to run. Mr. Jones 
expressed the opinion that Westrope will now 
“ride the same ratio of winners as during his 
apprenticeship.” Last week’s outstanding 
jockey feat was that of Wayne Wright, whose 
contract was purchased recently by Joseph E. 
Widener but who has not yet started work for 
his new employer. At Arlington Downs April 18 
he rode four winners out of five mounts... John 
Jesse, of Oklahoma, whose contract is held by 
John W. Marchbank, made his riding debut on 
Fine Fibre, unplaced in the second race at Tan- 
foran April 12...

AT “THE GRAW” 

COOL Spring breeze, a large crowd and a 

fast track marked the 1934 debut of the 
“mighty atom,” Equipoise, at Havre de Grace 
last Saturday. Long before the first race the 
crowd poured in from far and near. The first race, 
The Beverwyck, went to a Maryland-bred in 
Sylvester W. Labrot’s King’s Pleasure, winner of 
three straight purses, which led from “eend to 
eend.”’ King’s Pleasure is by Happy Time out 
of *La Royale, by William the Third. Bred by Mrs. 
Labrot, this is a small compact brown gelding to 
which track conditions make little difference. The 
Wheatley Stable’s Dasher was second over Mrs. 
J. H. Whitney’s Old Story. The four and one-half 
furlongs was covered in :55. 

Prior to the second race J. H. (Bud) Stotler 
had out Discovery, the Alfred Gwynne Vander- 
bilt Derby and Preakness hope. Breaking at the 
stand and moving with long, ground-devouring 
strides, which caused many to doubt the time 
credited him, the son of Display from Ariadne 
worked alone to the half-mile ground where a 
workmate, Some Good by name, picked him up 
and finished out the mile. The clockers watching 
the move timed it in 1:37 4-5, and the horse pulled 
up in fine shape. Discovery, which the writer saw 
at Sagamore in the Winter, has grown and de- 
veloped into a magnificent specimen of the Thor- 
oughbred. From all appearances he must be 
reckoned with at Louisville next month. Leo 
Fallon, Baltimore apprentice, had the mount on 
Discovery. 

The second race, one for cheap platers, was 
an easy spot for Fred Almy, an aging bay geld- 
ing by Jack Hare, Jr., which led Hooligan and 
Burleigh to the finish in 1:13 4-5. 

What a crowd! Out in the paddock the popular 
track superintendent, Jimmy Ross, who worked 
like a Trojan getting the track into its present 
condition, reported that the crowd was in excess 
of 25,000 and was by long odds the largest in the 
track’s history. One wondered who could be in 
New York for Jamaica’s opening when one saw 
most of the big line trainers and their employers 
milling around in the mob on the lawn. 

Cheap sprinters ran six furlongs in the third, 
and the roan Chain, by Westwick, came down on 
top in a close finish which was hard to see, win- 
ning by a head over Fervid, with St. Nick third. 
Still the mob grew. I heard that the supply of 
tickets had run out and, as it is necessary to have 
a government tax ticket for each admission, it 
was impossible to sell any more or let more into 
the full stands. Out in the paddock again, I met 
Leslie E. Keiffer, owner of Inverness Stud, where 
the successful sire Flying Ebony stands and I 
heard of a fine lot of foals there with the colts 
far outnumbering the fillies. With Mr. Keiffer 
was young Johnny Pons, manager of Country Life 
Farm, the Maryland home of his father, Adolphe 
Pons. Johnny reported 22 mares booked to 
Questionnaire and the young sire taking to his 
new job like a veteran at Inverness, where he 
is this year, pending completion of improvements 
at the Pons Farm. There was mild interest in 
the press box on receipt of news from Jamaica 
that Sergeant Byrne had won the Paumonok Han- 
dicap, New York’s first stakes race. 

The fourth race, for fair platers at a mile and 
70 yards, brought out five starters and had it 
been a horse show the beautifully conformed 
grey Steelhead would have had little difficulty 


in getting the blue ribbon. He was responsible 
for some delay at the start, which caused his 
being sent to the outside. This lost him six 
lengths at the break and the race. The winner 
was Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin’s Pass Shot, by the 
Belmont Stakes winner Chance Shot which beat 
Chrysmute a length, with Sainted third by three. 

A visit to the saddling enclosure was next, to 


_look at the Turf idol responsible for the day's 


great gathering. A close inspection revealed that 
Equipoise has lost none of his good looks with 
increasing age and appears fit to run for a king’s 
ransom. Springsteel had the tough look of the 
aged gelding and merited consideration on his 
Florida record. The brown Larranaga, trained by 
Freddy Hopkins, who brought out Equipoise, is 
a powerful big horse; the Brookmeade entry of 
Inlander, a compact bay and the lengthy Caesar’s 
Ghost completed the picture. On the track, with 
Springsteel leading the parade, the afternoon sun 
glinting on the sleek Thoroughbreds, with their 
riders in their new silks, the old Susquehanna 
River was a background for the scene. As usual 
Equipoise, with his old pilot, Workman, up would 
not go kindly into the stall and Inlander aped 
the rodeo horses. They’re off. It was a fair start, 
the Labrot grey on top. There he stayed for 
better than seven furlongs, closely followed by 
the sprinting Caesars Ghost, but as they rounded 
into the stretch, a yell, “Here comes Equipoise,” 
split the welkin, and so it was. Split hoof for- 
gotten, the champion of other years came on and 
took command, passing the finish a length to the 
good of the Maryland gray, with Larranaga third. 
Thus the liver-colored scion of the Domino strain 
moves into third place in the list of money win- 
ners with a new total of $328,770. The horse 
which can beat him lives not today, I think.

EQUIPOISE ON HIS WAY 


Rarely does a horse of the class of Equipoise 
appear. Still more rarely does such a_ horse 
continue racing until he is 6 years old and at the 
top of all the handicaps. Equipoise began his 
fifth year of racing in the Philadelphia Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) 
at Havre de Grace Saturday, April 21. With 130 
pounds on his back he went to the post favorite 
at 1 to 2. Three stables had the temerity to send 
out horses against him. The so-called opposition 
comprised S. W. Labrot’s Springsteel (117), 
Anall Stable’s Larranaga (113), Brookmeade 
Stable’s Caesars Ghost (107) and Inlander (114). 
It was a good field, and Springsteel, a good racer, 
turned in one of the best efforts of his career, 
but, to the crowd of 25,000 or more, everything 
was incidental to Equipoise. The great horse 
was restless at the post, a recurrence of an old 
habit, and when the start was made he left slow- 
ly. He quickly joined the others, which were run- 
ning closely bunched, except Inlander, which 
never figured in the contest. Springsteel led the 
way, slightly ahead of Caesars Ghost and Larra- 
naga, with Equipoise under restraint just back of 
them, on the outside. For six furlongs Equipoise 
took it easy, then Workman gave him permission 
to take the lead. He did so, with scarcely an 
added effort. He passed Springsteel at the top 
of the homestretch and came home without being 
extended. Workman travelled through the 
stretch looking backward, first on one side and 
then on the other. Springsteel kept grimly at his 
hopeless task, and finished a length behind the 
champion, and four lengths ahead of Larranaga. 
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Saturday, April 28, 1934 


Caesars Ghost, which had forced the early pace 
for the benefit of his lagging stablemate, found 
his efforts wasted, and dropped back until he was 
six lengths behind Larranaga and only a length 
ahead of the plodding Inlander. Time, :23%, 
47%, 1:12%6, 1:3736, 1:44%6, track fast. It was 
the fastest running of the Philadelphia Handicap, 
and only two-fifths of a second slower than the 
track record. Stakes division, $5,800, $1,500, $750, 
$350.

First money in the Philadelphia Handicap 
brought Equipoise’s total to $328,770 and allowed 
him to displace Gallant Fox in second place on 
the list of leading American money-winners (not 
counting Phar Lap, whose earnings are $332,250, 
if his Australian winnings are converted into 
terms of American money at the official but in- 
accurate rate of $5 to the pound sterling). There 
is a chance that he will be able to surpass Sun 
Beau’s record of $376,744. The difference between 
the two is $47,974. 


PIMLICO SPRING MEETING 


The Maryland Jockey Club has issued the pro- 
gram for the Pimlico Spring meeting, April 30 
to May 12. Eight races are carded for each day, 
one over jumps, seven on the flat. The steeple- 
chase will be run as the third race except on 
Saturdays, when it will be the first on the list. 

First of the stakes to be decided is the 
Nursery, for 2-year-olds, feature for the opening 
day, which closed with 158 nominations and has 
an added value of $2,500. The Dixie Handicap, 
for 3-year-olds and upward,-: $5,000 added, will 
be run Saturday, May 5. It has attracted 50 
entries of the best handicap horses, including 
Equipoise, Chase Me, Gallant Sir, *Winooka, Dark 
Secret, Economic, Burgoo King and Springsteel. 
For the Preakness, the third and most valuable 
fixture, with an added value of $25,000, to be 
run the closing day, the nominations comprise the 
cream of the 3-year-old colts and fillies. 

In addtiion to the Pimlico Nursery, there will 
be 17 races for 2-year-olds. 

There are two events over the brush for 
hunters, amateur riders, the Mt. Alto, two miles 
and a half, to be run the second day, Tuesday, 
May 1, and the Billy Barton, at three miles, 
Thursday, May 10. Mrs. T. H. Somerville, of 
Montpelier Manor, won the last three renewals of 
the Billy Barton with Annapolis, Tereus, and 
Battleship. 


THE TRIUMVIR WINS A RACE 


Top price of the 1932 Saratoga yearling sales 
was $14,500, paid by Mrs. Payne Whitney for a 
colt by Pompey out of Cowslip, by *Over There. 
The colt, named The Triumvir, has justly earned 
his reputation as a lemon. In 11 starts at two 
and in his first six starts at three he remained a 
maiden, but on Friday, April 13, he found a field 
he could beat in the fourth race at Havre de 
Grace. Under severe punishment he beat Mrs. 
J. H. Whitney’s White Bird a head. 


ILLINOIS 


TOTE IMPROVEMENTS 


HE Arlington Park Jockey Club announces 

that Henry L. Straus, president of the Ameri- 
can Totalizator Company, will make improve- 
ments in the tote at Arlington Park prior to the 
opening of the 30-day race meeting on June 25. 
These improvements are to speed operations and 
have been worked out by engineers of the com- 
pany at Baltimore. The large volume of business 
done on days when such events as the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap, the Classic and the Arlington 
Futurity were run last summer furnished the 
basis for the calculations under which the im- 
provements were developed. Mr. Straus says the 
totalizator is being constantly improved in nu- 
merous respects and that eventually the Ameri- 
can machine will stand preeminent in all respects. 
The American Totalizator Company is installing 
a tote plant at Rockingham Park and has orders 
for placements at the principal tracks in Califor- 
nia and Texas as well as at Tropical Park in 
Florida. Hialeah Park pioneered the totalizator 
in America. 


AKERS APPROVES 


Tom Akers, sporting editor of The Tribune 
(San Diego) had opportunity to observe C. J. 
Fitz Gerald’s work in the stewards’ stand at 
Agua Caliente winter before last. When Judge 
Fitz Gerald was selected to be representative of 
Illinois Racing Commission in the stand at race 
meetings in the Chicago sector this year, Mr. 
Akers had this to say: 

There is no more capable, upright or courageous man 
connected with the Turf anywhere in the world, and 
Judge Fitz Gerald knows racing from the inside out. 


The influence of his stewardship is bound to be of great 
benefit. 


ARLINGTON PARK’S TRACK 

Clarence Brinkman, track superintendent at 
Arlington Park, already the fastest track in the 
country, predicts that the track will be faster 
than ever this year. After last year’s meeting 
4,197,300 cubic feet of sand were added to the top 
soil and thoroughly harrowed in. As in previous 
years a layer of straw was placed over the track 
to protect it from erosion during the winter. The 
straw will be taken off shortly and harrowing re- 
sumed, to continue until the July meeting is 
ended. The track superintendent believes the 
sand will cause the track to dry out 50 per cent 
faster than previously. 


ILLINOIS SALARIES 

French Lane, in Chicago Daily Tribune, March 
22, stated that “according to reports leaking out 
of the Racing Commission offices,” Mr. Fitz Ger- 
ald’s salary is to be $100 per day, and the salary 
of the Director of Pari-Mutuels is to be $50 per 
day. 

That is in line with salaries paid to top men in 
those ‘positions in the past. These are top men. 
They are well-known to the racing public in the 
United States, Canada, Cuba and Mexico, espe- 
cially so Mr. Fitz Gerald, and racing patrons can 
rest assured that they will honestly and capably 
perform their duties. 


MICHAEL POLSON planned to start *Winooka in 
the Clark Handicap but found the horse had not 
been nominated. It is his present intention to 
give *Winooka his first race of the year at Chi- 
cago. 
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KENTUCKY 

GUESTS AT THE DERBY 

HEN the National Association of State Rac- 

ing Commissioners was organized at Miami 
last winter it was agreed that the next meeting 
would be at Louisville at the time of the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Last week plans were going for- 
ward for the entertainment of the commissioners 
during their stay in the Blue Grass State. Col. 
Matt J. Winn, executive director of Churchill 
Downs, has invited the commissioners and their 
wives to be his guests for the Derby and at a 
dinner in the clubhouse at Churchill Downs after 
the racing. On Sunday afternoon Theodore 
Mueller, member of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission, and Mrs. Mueller will entertain the 
visitors at their Louisville home. Monday morn- 
ing the visiting commissioners and their wives 
will come to Lexington. An executive session 
will be held at the Phoenix Hotel at 11 a. m. 
Monday, May 7, followed by a luncheon given by 
the Thoroughbred Club of America. A tour of 
the famous farms in the vicinity of Lexington 
will occupy the afternoon, and at night the newly 
organized American Thoroughbred Breeders’ As- 
sociation will entertain with an informal dinner 
at the Lexington Country Club. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

The speaker at last Saturday’s largely at- 
tended luncheon of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, was 
Major Everett C. Conant, Remount veterinarian 
now stationed at Lexington, who recounted vari- 
ous experiences in connection with his Army 
work and gave the breeders present miscellaneous 
advice concerning their horses. 

Commenting on the Federal forage inspection 
service, which is a function of the veterinary 
corps of the Army, Major Conant stated that any 
horseman who purchased hay in large quantities 
would do well to demand therewith a certificate 
of Federal inspection. He stated that he had 
never found a forage which was more successful 
for horses than California red oat hay. 

On the subject of the use of the horse in the 
Army, he declared that the horse will always be 
used in war, because most wars are fought in 
mud and water, and because the motor has its 
limitations under such conditions, and especially 
is limited in reconnaissance work. Concerning 
the work of the Remount Service in improving 
the type of horses available for Army use, he 
said: 

“I wish I could take you back and show you 
a sample of a hundred horses in war time and 
then show you a hundred of today’s Army horses. 
You would immediately see the great good that 
has been accomplished by the Remount Service.” 

The speaker concluded with miscellaneous sug- 
gestions, including the following: 

“IT find a prejudice here against the use of the 
stomach tube. . . . The stomach tube has been 
used by me for 17 years. I have killed many 
horses in my time, but I never killed one with 
a stomach tube. It has been used for approxi- 
mately 200 years. It is used extensively in the 


Army, and I have never known an Army horse to 
be killed by it. It is one of the best methods of 
administering liquid medicines.” 

He also called attention to the fact that in- 
ternal troubles, and especially troubles with the 
teeth, are likely to be the cause of external ail- 
ments, notably those of the joints. He declared 
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that the vaginal speculum should be more ex- 
tensively used and that it would be a great aid 
in improving the percentage of mares in foal. 

Major Conant was introduced by Dr. W. W. 
Dimock, whom he expects to accompany to 
Europe this year when Dr. Dimock makes his 
annual trip overseas. 

Neville Dunn, secretary of the club, read the 
letter sent to the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission inquiring concerning its intentions in 
connection with the prevention of the use of nar- 
cotics on Kentucky tracks, and then read the 
reply from Polk Laffoon, chairman of the Com- 
mission, calling attention to the action which 
has since been taken (THE BLOOD-HORSE, April 
21, page 492). 

The next meeting of the club will be held Mon- 
day, May 7, at the Lafayette Hotel. The luncheon 
that day will be in honor of members of the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners, who, after being guests at the Kentucky 
Derby Saturday, May 5, will come to Lexington 
Monday morning and hold an executive session 
here at 11 a. m. After the luncheon they will 
be taken on a tour of the famous Thoroughbred 
farms in the vicinity. Thomas Piatt, president of 
the Thoroughbred Club, named as a committee to 
make arrangements for their entertainment Jack 
S. Young, chairman, M. Webb Offutt, Thomas 
Carr Piatt. Frank B. Jones and Charles Black. 


DEATH OF RICHARD LOOK 


Richard V. Look, 55, of Montreal, Canada, 
president of the Canadian Creosoting Company, 
and brother of David M. Look, owner of Castle- 
ton, Lexington, died at Castleton Wednesday, 
morning, April 19, after a heart attack. Mr. 
Look had been visiting at Castleton for the past 
two months. Mr. Look was born in Louisville, a 
son of the late Samuel J. and Jennie Millard Look. 
He had resided in Canada for the past 20 years, 
and prior to the sale of Blue Bonnets, Montreal’s 
principal race course, to Joseph Cattarinich and 
his associates, Mr. Look was a member of the 
board of directors of the Montreal Jockey Club. 
Mr. Look is also survived by his wife, Mrs. Mar- 
garetta Brook Look, two sons, Edward Hamilton 
and Richard Millard Look, two other brothers, 
Samuel L. Look, of Lexington, and Benjamin 
Look, of Louisville, and two sisters, Miss Susan 
A. Look and Mrs. William B. Nauts,. both of 
Sewanee, Tenn. Funeral services were held Satur- 
day morning at the residence at Castleton and 
his body was interred in the Cave Hill Cemetery, 
at Louisville, Ky.

ARLINGTON DOWNS CLOSES 


ITH the second running of the Texas Derby 

as the feature, the Spring meeting of 21 
days at Arlington Downs came to a close last 
Saturday. The racing was a decided success. 
The total attendance was near 200,000 persons. 
Paid admissions were 146,596, daily average 
6,981. The total turnover in the pari-mutuels for 
21 days was $3,504,669, daily average $166,889. 
The daily average for the successful meeting 
held last fall was only $113,731 during 21 days. 
On the closing day, April 21, approximately 
$438,000 was wagered, the highest on record for 
the State. The State of Texas collected in taxes, 
at the rate of 244 per cent of the gross turnover, 
a total of $89,617.83. The Federal tax on admis- 
sions was $15,996.70. 

The Texas racing scene has now shifted to the 
new track, Alamo Downs, at San Antonio, where 
an 18-day meeting is being held. Saturday of 
this week a meeting will open at Dallas Fair 
Park, which has an encouraging condition book, 
including several modest stakes races. The total 
distribution in 21 days at Dallas is to be $105,000. 
ARLINGTON DOWNS PLANS 

On the dey the Spring meeting at Arlington 
Downs closed, Joseph A. Murphy, director of rac- 
ing, announced that at the track’s fall meeting, 
opening late in October, the minimum purse 
would be $800 and the richest race the Waggoner 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles, 
with $10,000 added. 

PLIGHT FIRST, RISKU LUS THIRD 

In the second running of the Texas Derby 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 14% miles), at Ar- 
lington Downs last Saturday, April 21, was a field 
of nine, eight colts and geldings and the filly 
Croon, the latter carrying 121 pounds, the others 
126 each. Favorite at $1.60 to $1 was N. W. 
Church's Riskulus, which in recent weeks has 
been heavily backed in Kentucky Derby futures 
by California enthusiasts. Second choice in the 
wagering was the two-horse entry, Plight and 
Indian Salute, of William Sachsenmaier, of At- 
lantic City, N. J., a recent recruit to the sport of 
racing. 

The result was sufficient to prick the Kentucky 
Derby bubble blown by the supporters of Risku- 
lus. The colt, after being forced wide and losing 
ground at the first turn, took the lead at the sec- 
ond turn and drew away to a lead of a length in 
the stretch, but in the last furlong he tired, 
swerved and quit. Past him went Plight and the 
Louisiana Derby winner Hickory Lad, owned by 
W. C. Reichert. Plight, ridden by L. Balaski, 
whose contract had just been taken over by Mr. 
Sachsenmaier, had been taken back repeatedly 
during the early running but kept within striking 
distance of the leaders. He had challenged at the 
second turn, had met with interference and had 
been forced very wide into the stretch, but at the 
end he came strongly and pulled away to win de- 
cisively by three lengths. Hickory Lad was a 
length and a half better than Riskulus, which 
lasted to beat the Maemere Stable’s Somebody 
half a length for third money. The others were 
Money Getter, Indian Salute, Bender First, 
Speedy Skippy and Croon. Bender First, a whis- 
pered tip for the Kentucky Derby in _ recent 
weeks, showed speed for half a mile and quit. 
The track was exceptionally fast (two track rec- 


ords were broken during the afternoon), but the 
classic weight of 126 pounds was too much for 
the class of horses which went to the post for 
the Texas Derby. Several of them were stagger- 
ing at the end. Time, :2334, :4736, 1:12%4, 1:39, 
1:51%5, track fast. Stakes division, $8,425, $2,000, 
$1, 000, $500.

Plight ‘and Indian ‘Salute were claimed by their 
present owner at Hialeah Park, the former for 
$1500, the latter for $2,000. Indian Salute has 
since won two Texas stakes. Plight, before win- 
ning the Texas Derby, was third in the Jim Hogg 
Handicap at Houston and second to Indian Salute 
in the Dallas Handicap. His recent record stands 
as an example of what a good plater can accom- 
plish in Texas. In two seasons he has started 27 
times, won seven races, finished second seven 
times, third four times, earned $12,975. He is the 
first foal, and only foal of racing age, of his dam, 
which was a winner. Ground-Swell, his grandam, 
was winner of 16 races and is also the dam of the 
winners Brookdale Miss, Rolling Sea, Coast Pa- 
trol and Rollin In. Rockwater, the third dam, 
also produced the winners Carthage Encrinite, 
Scylla, Duncraggin, Cold Spring and Onatassa, 
and was out of the noted producer *One I Love 
(see pedigree of page 518). 


ALAMO DOWNS 


Horace Wade, handling publicity for the Alamo 
Downs Jockey Club, last week supplied the fol- 
lowing information concerning the new course 
eight miles from San Antonio: 


Twelve stables have already been built, each with 
fifty stalls, and an additional four will have been con- 
structed by opening day [April 23]. Arrangements are 
being made to accommodate about 650 horses, of which 
number 250 are already on the grounds. Wide gravel 
walks will separate the stables, and a complete drainage 
system will insure the stalls being dry and comfortable 
for their equine occupants in even the rainiest weather. 

The grandstand, with a seating capacity of 5,005, is 
also ready, with 600 workers having been on the job 
daily to prepare the spacious stand for the opening. The 
pavilion is constructed entirely of steel and concrete, 
with ten flights of stairs leading to the seats and with 
four ramps extending to a mezzanine floor which has 
been fully equipped with wagering booths and rest and 
lounge rooms. 

The clubhouse is to the right of the stand and will be 
finished by the coming Sunday, as will the administra- 
tion building and paddock. The paddock is situated 
midwav between the grandstand and clubhouse in the 
rear, while the administration building is to the im- 
mediate right of the clubhouse. 

The terrace in front of the grandstand will prove 
startlingly different from terraces at other tracks. A 
seven foot incline to the track insures all fans wit- 
nessing the running of the races without unnecessarily 
craning their necks or standing on tiptoe. Parking 
facilities for 15,000 cars are guaranteed by a 14-acre 
parking ground which should be sufficient to care for 
all patrons on even the busiest days. Cars can reach 
the track by way of three main arteries, converging at 
.. hundred foot paved highway which runs into the 
plant. 

The certificate department, under the direction of 
Arthur N. Elrod, will have 71 sellers’ and a similar 
number of cashiers’ windows. 

The track itself is in first-class condition. A quarter- 
mile training track has been constructed in the infield 
for the horses stabled on the grounds now. Inner and 
outer railings and all of the poles have been up several 
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days. The mile track is 80 feet wide in the homestretch 
and on the turns and 70 feet in width on the back 
side. It has been beautifully banked and horsemen 
who have seen the course assert that a minimum of 
accidents will be suffered by the horses. There is also 
a six-and-a-half-furlong chute, to be known as the 
Neal course, and a mile and three-eighths chute. Mile 
— one-quarter races will also start out of this latter 
chute. 

When construction is completed there will be two polo 
fields in the infield for the convenience of army officers 
stationed at San Antonio and for the many civilian 
poloists here. A practice polo field will lie outside and 
to the left of the track with stables for privately-owned 
horses and polo ponies. 


NATHANSON AT DALLAS 

Martin Nathanson, veteran racing official, told 
the promoters of the Dallas State Fair Park 
meeting, when they asked him to serve as presid- 
ing steward, that he preferred to rest between the 
Houston and Rockingham Park meetings. Later 
they persuaded him to change his mind, and he 
will be in the stand for the meeting which opens 
April 28. His associates will be C. B. Stickney 
and M. Mahoney. 


FLORIDA 


BEANS ON HIALEAH PARK TRACK 
ACK BELL, writing in the Miami Daily News, 
tells what Hialeah Park looks like since the 
Florida racing season closed. Concerning the 
track proper he says: 


Something must be done, too, with the racing strip. 
For the horses are gone, the sun gets hot and the rains 
wash loose earth away. Were the racing strip left un- 
touched it would be hard as concrete, and cut up by 
trenches in the fall. 

Usually the track is covered completely with straw 
and manure from the stables. This results in a heavy 
growth which keeps the soil intact. 

This year, however, they’re going to try something 
different. The earth is being torn up now, with disc 
and harrow, and fertilizer is going into the pulverized 
surface. Next, they’re going to plant what is known 
as a velvet bean. This has a very heavy growth, which 
is supposed to cover the track with a great mass of 
green bean top. In November this will be chopped 
down, so it will rot on the surface and remain there as 

rotection until the track is cleaned off early in 

ecember. 

The bean idea never has been tried at Hialeah Park, 
but those who advocate its use say it would be more 
successful than the straw. Beans also will be planted 
od the big infield beds, to protect and fertilize the soil 

ere. 


WORTHLESS CATS AND DOGS 

Breeders of Thoroughbred horses doubtless will 
be interested in the editorial statement of the 
Louisville Times that “Worthless cats and dogs 
cost millions.” It calls attention to the fact that 
in Kentucky there is no cat license and the dog 
license is rarely paid. There are 120 counties in 
Kentucky and the sheriff of each of these was 
recently indicted by a grand jury in the circuit 
court at Frankfort for failure to make reports as 
required by the State dog license law. The Times 
says, “Foxes do much less damage than roving, 
half-fed dogs,” and that “roving cats are the 
greatest destroyers of birds.” It is maintained 
that the domestic cat is the only animal which 
can take a quail on the nest. Attention is drawn 
to the fact that vagrant cats and pet cats kill 
every variety of bird that is small enough for a 
cat to kill, and The Times concludes: 

If a license fee of $1 were collected from the owner 
of each dog in Kentucky the State’s revenue would be 
considerably increased. If every wandering cat should 
be shot tonight, the shooting would do more good 


than the so-called Audubon law does in a decade, as it 
is enforced in Kentucky.

TANFORAN 

OHN W. MARCHBANK’S meeting at Tan- 

foran is gaining momentum as it goes, though 
there is nothing to indicate that the momentum 
will be enough to break any records. The total 
pari-mutuel turnover passed the million dollar 
mark last Thursday, April 19, the sixteenth day 
of the meeting of 50 days. The average daily

COLOMBO WINS HIS EIGHTH 

TARTING an odds-on (3 to 10) favorite at 

Newmarket April 19, Lord Glanely’s unde- 
feated Colombo, strong favorite for the Derby, 
won the Craven Stakes in hollow fashion, four 
lengths in front of the Aga Khan’s Osman Pasha, 
which was only a head in front of Pharillon, 
owned by Lord Derby, with four others running. 
Colombo, son of Manna-——Lady Nairne, by Chau- 
cer, won each of his seven starts last year. This 
was his first start as a 3-year-old and, consequent- 
ly, his eighth successive victory. Colombo is 
trained by Capt. T. Hogg and W. R. Johnstone is 
his jockey. After his Craven Stakes victory the 
odds against Colombo for the Derby dropped 
from 5-2 to 3-2, the shortest figure against a 
Derby candidate in many years. 


CAMPANULA BY A HEAD 


The Column Produce Stakes, worth about 
$5,000, over the Rowley Mile at Newmarket, 
April 18, was won by Sir George Bullough’s 
Campanula, which got to the finish a head better 
than Lord Astor’s Bright Bird, the favorite. Sir 
Abe Bailey’s Valerius, one of the choices for the 
Derby, was third. Colombo, favorite for the 
Derby, did not start, preferring the Craven 
Stakes, which he won the following day. The 
Column Produce Stakes is the first important 
event of the season on the English Turf for 3- 
year-olds. Campanula is a bay filly by Bland- 
ford—Vesper Bell, by Pommern. She made four 
starts last year—unplaced in the Granby Stakes; 
second to Colombo in First Spring Stakes; won 
the Windsor Castle Stakes, and won the Moulton 
Stakes. Campanula was bred by her owner and 
is trained by J. L. Jarvis, for whom H. Wragg is 
first jockey. 

ON POST WINS TWO 

The American-bred On Post has carried the 
colors of Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark to victory in 
two successive starts in England. At Worcester 
on April 7, he won a race on the flat, the Evesham 
Welter Plate, a mile and three furlongs, under 
top weight of 130 pounds, after taking the lead 


in the last eighth. At Cheltenham April 19, ac- 
cording to telegraphic dispatches, he won the 
Croome Hurdle Race, two miles. On Post, a 5- 
year-old entire son of On Watch and Kippy, by 
Broomstick, won the Walden Handicap in this 
country as a 2-year-old.
